Daly, solicito., of Messrs. Gerrard 
and Co., Westmoreland street, Dublin, proved 
the making and execution of the will, and 
said that, in his opinon, the testatrix, who 
was a very skrewd woman, was perfectly 
capable of making her will and understanding 
its contents. 

Mr. Lardner said that, in view of the 
evidence of Mr, Daly, he must say at this 
stage that he could not pursue his opposition. 
The reason that the defendants opposed the 
will was that the deceased was an old woman, 
_ and was living in Dublin, where the defen-

Theirs was a heavy and responsible task— 
one which in normal times it would not be 
fair to ask them to perform. Existing condi- 
tions, however, were not-normal, but transi- 
tional. He was glad that Dublin jurors 
realised that the safety of the State placed 
certain responsibilities on them, and hoped 
that. very soon there would be no occasion to 
call on them to discharge such duties as they 
had performed so well and faithfully at that 
Commission.

SECRET SERVICE ADVENTURES. 


According to Major Russell, a natice 
appeared in the New York Times in 1919, 
headed “German soldiers who aided Allies 
here for safety.” The message; dated 
July 2ist, was to the effect that two 
German soldiers, for certain inducements, 
had given valuable information to the 
Allied forces, that this information had 
materially shortened the war, and that the 
two agents in question were in America.

After a reckless dash across 
No Man’s Land the four soon found 
themselves in the presence of General 
Foch, who received from the Germans such 
information as enabled him to modify his 
ane and to have the German Army in 
ull flight within two months of the escape 
from Berlin, 

The Americans, fulfilling their part of 
the bargain with the two Germans, settled 
on them sufficient to maintain them and 
their families for life, and brought them 
out of the reach of the German Secret 
Service agent, Prince Joachim, in despair 
that, even indirectly, he caused two of 
his dountrymen to turn traitor, com- 
mitted suicide in July, 1919, on learning 
the full facts. Whether all this be true 
or not—this is the substance of the first 
story in sab Russell's book—it is true 
that he mistakes the year of Prince 
Joachim’s suicide. The other tales in 
this work are equally startling.

scnting costs due to the severance of Northern 


Me land from Great Britain; new services not 


previously taken into calculation, improve- 
ment in the standard of pre-existing services, 
aud exceptional and abnormal expenditure. 

_A claim had been put forward by the 
Northern Government for .£990,000 in con- 
nection with certain properties, to which the 
Committee respond with a recommendation 


that a grant of £400 000 should be made in 


satisfaction of all claims. 

A further grant of £500,000, making 
£2,000,060 in all, is recommended as a final 
contribution towards the settlement of all 
claims in respect ‘of malicious injuries inflicted 
on property and persons in Northern Ireland. 

The Northern Government asked for a 
further grant of £1,000,000 The amount of 
such claims already made was given as 
£5.246,415. 

The Committee disallow the claim of the 
Northern Government that at least 40 per 
cent. of the houses and plots of land for ex- 
Servicemen provided under the Irish Land 
(Provision“for Soldiers and Sailors) Act, 1919, 
should he allocated to its territory. 

The Northern Government also-claimed that 
an unemployment relief grant of £500,000 
should be non-returnable to the Exchequer, 
and should riot be subject to. an arbitrary time 
limit for expenditure, but should be made 
available so long as the commitments entered 
into under the terms of the grant are in opera- 
tion. 

The Committee recommended that the grant 
should be limited to £300,000, irrespective of 
the financial years into which the expendiure 
may fall.

The increase is in respect of 
supplies of furniture, etc., for the use of the 
Army, the extent of which it was not possible 
to estimate accurately at the outset, and of 
payments for premises commandeered by the 


military. 
' FISHERIES. ' 

The original estimate fer the Ministry of 
Fisheries was £28,575. The further sum of 
£23,265 is now sought. Of this extra 
£23.000. a sum of £14,000 will be devoted to 
continuance of the schemes for the development 
of rural industries in congested districts. 
These schemes were previously administered 
by the Congested Districts Board. The re- 
maining £9, is to supplement the amounts 
originally allotted for fishery development and 
the maintenance of the Fishery cruiser. 

A vote of £5,250 fer expenses in connection 
with the League of Nations is also included 
in the Supplementary Estimates. This is the 
first estimate submitted for that service, as 
the Free State’s membership of the League 
is: of comparatively recent date. The 
expenditure out of this grant-in-aid of £3,250 
will not be accounted for in detail to the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General; neither will 
any unexpended balance be surrendered at the 
close of the financial year, | 

The reason, as explained in the estimate, is 
that it has not been possible to establish a 
definite basis of allocation of the expenses of 
the League as between the member States. 
On the provisional basis which at present 
obtains the. contribution of the Free State-is 
represented by ten out of a total] of 952 units.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

Commander Eyres Monsell, in the House 
of Commons this afternoon, moved a new 
writ for the Dover.

REPARATIONS. 

The decision of the Government to reduce 
the amount due to Great Britain under the 
German Reparations Recovery Act of 1921 
was hotly debated on the vote on account of 
£114,732,000 for payment of charges in the 
Civil Service and Revenue departments. The 
reduction of the levy from 26 to 5 per cent. 
was vigorously criticised by the Oppositi 
and to put the discussion in order Mr. A. M 
Samuel moved, at the outset, to reduce the 
vote by £100. He defended the 26 per cent. 
duty as purely a reparation measure, wholly 
dissociated from anything in the nature of 
Protection. 

This was not the view of Sir John Simon, 
who, from the Liberal benches, taunted Mr, 
Baldwin and his colleagues with not havin 
moved a hand to correct the anomalous an 
absurd position ted by the refusal of the 
German Governmént to reimburse the duty 
to the German exporter.

SIR HENRY CAMPBELL. 


DEATH OF FORMER TOWN 
CLERK OF DUBLIN. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Henry Campbell, which took place yesterday 
in a nursing home in London. 

Sir Henry, only a few years ago, retired 
from the position of Town Clerk of Dublin, 
which he had held for 28 years. In early 
life he was associated with lrish Nationalist 
politics, and was the close friend of the late 
Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell, for whom he 
acted as private secretary. Both as a poli- 
tician and as the chief officer of the Municipal 
Council of Dublin, he displayed qualities of a 
high order. : 

Sir Henry Campbell was born in Newry in 
1858. On leaving school he went to reside 
with his uncle, who was in business in New- 
castle-on-Tyne, and soon afterwards he joinea 
the staff of the North Eastern Railway Com- 
pany. Among his contemporaries in New- 
castle were Mr, Timothy M. Healy, presenv 
Jovernor-General of the Trish Free State, and 
Mr. John Barry, both of whom subsequently 
entered Parliament. 

Sir Henry Campbell identified himself 
closely with the Irish political and literary 
societies in Newcastle, and his activity on 
behalf of the Nationalist cause came under the 
notice of Mr. Parnell, who, seeing great possi- 
bilities in young Campbell’s earnest and quiet 
zeal, induced him to become his confidential 
secretary. During the exciting political 

Camp- 
| discharged his responsible duties with 
much efficiency. There was a close pér- 
sonal friendship between Mr. Parnell and Sir 
Henry Campbell, which continued up till Mr. 
Parnell’s death. The late Town Clerk ol 
Dublin was, therefore, in a position to have 
thrown much light upon the mysterious 
character of the great Irish leader, but he 
never allowed his name to appear in print in 
any of the many political and literary con- 
troversies about Mr. Parnell which have 
arisen since his death. It may be possible 
that among Sir Henry Campbell’s papers are 
reserved documents which may shed some 
fight upon one of the most stirring chapters 
in modern Irish political history. . 

In 1882 Sir Henry was identified with the 
administration of the Evicted Tenants' Funds, 
and he also did much work in connection with 
the Arrears of Rent (ireland) Act. In 
1885, following the extension of the 
franchise and the redistribution of seats, 
Sir Henry was returned for South Fermanagh 
by @ large majority over his Unionist op- 

nent. ough a clear and forceful speaker, 

is voice was seldom heard at Westminster, 

but when he did speak his words were always 
weighty, and to the point. When the majority 
of Mr. Parnell’s party turned against him, 
Sir Henry Campbell took a firm stand with 
the minority who remained faithfyl to Mr. 
Parnell. The Anti-Parnellites swept the 
country in the 
er libel Mr. Parnell’s death—and Sir 
Henry Campbell was defeated in ‘South 
Fermanagh, which was captured by tha 
Unionists in a three-cornered fight. 

Upon the death of Mr. Reveridge, Town 
Clerk of Dublin, in 1893, Sir Henry Campbell 
was elected to the position by a Parnellite 
Corporation, and he filled the office until his 
retirement in 1920. He has thus been asso- 
ciated with all the municipal] reforms carried 
out during a period of over a quarter of a 
century. As Town Clerk he did not identify 
himself with any of the stormy political con- 
troversies in the Council Chamber. At the 
passing of the Local Government Act of 1898 
and upon the extension of the city boundaries 
of Dublin the duties of the Town Clerk ol 
Dublin were considerably increased. and with 
the increased duties came increases in the 
emoluments of the office; so that the position 
became one of the most highly remunerated 
offices of its class in the Three Kingdoms. 

The upheaval following the rebellion of 1916 
naturally made itself felt in the civic life of 
Dublin, and when the Sinn Fein Party ob- 
tained a majority in the Corporation a series 
of incidents took place in which the Town 
Clerk found himself at cross-purposes with 
the majority of the members, whose desire to 
be guided by standing order or by precedent 
was not by any means as keen as his own. 
Matters came to a crisis in 1920 ir connection 
with the recording of the votes of members 

iven in the Irish language. The Town Clerk 

sed his position upon the Standing Orders 
in declining to record any votes given by 
members in Irish, and only took a record of 
those votes which were given in English. The 
matter gave rise to heated scenes in the 
Council Chamber, and the Town Clerk ap- 
pealed to the Tocal Government Board against 
the view taken by the majority of the Council 
in insisting that it was his duty to record 
votes of members given in Irish. On behalf 
of the majority notice was given to dismiss 
the Town Clerk from his office, and it appears 
so shag to put the notice for his dis- 
m on the printed agenda of the Council.

~ REASONS. FOR THE - 
“REDUCTION, 
“ar, Rag i 


The Times remm ks vditor'ally, in reference 
to the decrca:e in the Army esi’ mates, which 
were issued yesterday :--This recuction in the 
estimated cost of the Army is largely due to 
the withdrawal of our troops from Constan- 
tinople and to the natural decrease in the 
termival and miscellaneous charges connected 
with the war. So iar as can be seen. it is not 
the result in any instance of a change of 
attitude towards the essential problems of 
national defence. The estimates which were 
framed. in bulk by the late Government and 
have been accepted by His Majesty's present 
advisers have clearly been scrutinieed with a 
careful regard for economy, but the aim has 
been to bring about such reductions as. were 
possible in. the non-eilective services, and 
not to decrease in any way the “fighting 
strength of the Army. That was the policy 
foreshadowed by Lord Derby, who was then 
Secretary of State for War, in his speech in 
the House of Lords last June, and it is satis- 
factory that his successor, Mr. Walsh, has 
decided to adopt it as his own. 

It is clearly impossible in existing circum- 
stances to decrease any further with safety 
the effective strength of our exiguous Army, 
especially at a time when recruiting both for 
the Regular Army and for the Territorial 
Army is not entirely satisfactory, bee

FRENCH CONCERN FOR 


SECURITY, 


In a leading article upon the debate in the 
House of Commons yesterday on the present 
situation in Germany, 7'he 7'tmes observes :— 
The debate raised many questions and left 
many opea, including the most important of 
ali—the obscure and vexing question of the 
actual condition of Germany. Certain events 
that have occurred during the last few days 
have served as a ead, He of the trouble- 
some complexities of that still unsolved pro- 
blem. First of all, there is that interesting 
Note which the Conference of Ambassadors 
have sent to Germany on the question of 
military control. This Note embodies the 
views which ;were expressed in the recent 
British Memorandum. Their unanimous 
acceptance by the Conference of Ambassadors 
has been greeted in France with marked 
satisfaction. The Note comes at an oppor- 
tune moment. It is now certain that general 
elections, on which fateful issues for good or 
evil hang, will be held in Getmany, as well 
as -i Italy and in France, within a few 
weeks of each other. Next month will witness 
them all, and some, or all of them, may fall 
on the same day. Later in the year the 
peoples of several of the Dominions will be 
invited to vote on grave issues, and Novem- 
ber will see the Presidential contest in the 
United States. Apart from the possibili- 
ties of trouble of another kind—and 
disquieting signs undeniably exist in some 
dangerous quarters—the coming months 
promise to be impregnated with all manner of 
political, social and racial excitement. It 
may efiervesce harmlessly in demonstrations 
and in platform heroics, but it is eminently 
desirable that at such a period of disturbance 
the steadiest and the most experienced of the 
European democracies should be found stand- 
ing and working together. 

The Timea adde:—It is to be hoped that 
Germany will now. accept the proffered 
change loyally and promptly. The «cole pi? 
depends upon her readiness to do so.. It 
cannot be said that the outlook is very 
romising. The dissolution is imminent, and 
it already affords the Government a reason- 


able excuse for the postponement of foreign 


subjects, disagreeable to themselves and to 
the electors. The belief is widespread in 
France that Germany has been tedeubling her 
efforts at- military organisation during the 
past year. The belief may be well or ill 
founded, but it exists. and its existence in- 
tensifies the French concern for security.

CUT OF £7,000,000.

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QUESTION OF PAY. 


The British Army Estimates for 1924-25 
issued yesterday total 245,000,000, a decrease 
of £7,000,000 compared with 1925-24, 

The gross total] is £54,480,000, which is 
reduced to the amount stated by appropria- 
tions in aid of £9.480,000 The figures twelve 
months ago were, respectively, £61,200,000 


and £9,200,000. 

The total of £45,000,000 is made up as 
follows :— 

Normal current charges, £43,925,000; and 
terminal. charges of the war, including settle- 
ments with other Governments for war ser- 
vices and reinstatements of properties octu- 
pied ‘during the war, £1,075,000. 

A vote on account is asked for totalling 
£18,000,000, including £10,000,000 for main- 
tenance of the standing Army. 

In the Memorandum issued with the Esti- 
mates Mr. Stephen Walsh, Secretary for 
War. states that on taking office he found 
the Estimates in an advanced state of pre- 
paration and in the time at his disposal it 
had not heen possible to do more than satisfy 
himself that they had been framed in accord- 
ance with the late Government’s policy, and 
with due regard to efficiency and economy. 

The last Indian units havirg heen with- 
drawn from Palestine, it has been arranged 
with the Colonial Office that a British cavalry 
regiment, n~ longer required in India, should 
be stationed there. 

Among ‘other changes. Mr. Walsh says, it 
has been decided to apply to the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers and the Roval Irish Fuisliers 
the princinle of linked battalions. 

(Tae Royau Jerse Fusmirrs (Princess 
Victoria’s) comprises the old 87th and 89th 
Foot, the Armagh and Cavan Militia. The 
recular battalions are at present at Dover. 
His Majesty the Kine is the Cnlonel-in-Chief 
of the regiment. The depot is at Armach, 
and the record office at Hamilton.

It.is expected that the number of reservists 
in the Army Reserve will be 10,0CO more than 
on April 1, 1923, and it is hoped to increase 
it further by aliowing a certain number of 
men to convert their remaining Colour service 
into Reserve service. 

With regard to the supply of officers, the

1.—To provide each man (unless provided 
with full dress uniform, as in Househo!d 
troops) with one Service dress jacket of 
smarter cut, with metal collar badges and 
buttons of recimeptal pattern, in place of one 
of the two jackets he now maintains, 

2.—To issue white leather belts for wear in 
place of the web belt. The necessary belts 
are available in store from pre-war stocks. 

5.—To provide Scottish regiments, botk 
Highland and Lowland, with tartan trews, in 
place of one pair of service-dress trousers, on 
the same lines as before the war, and with 
Glengarry caps in place of the present tam-o- 
*shanter, and to provide Highlanders witn 
sportans hosetops and gaiters as before the 
war. 

Considerable progress has been made with 
the manufacture of the new licht tanks. and it 
is hoped that earlv in the new financial year 
there will he sufficient tanks to equip one 
battalion.

RAIDER.

Mr. Carrigan said that John Gallagher was 
a servaut man, aged about 20 years, employed 
by a farmer, named Bernard Gibbons, at 
Ballinascadden. At about 5 o'clock on a dark 
December morning there was “a. furious 
knocking ” at Gibbons’s door, and demands 
for admittance. Gallagher appeared to have 
been a brave, determined young fellow, and 
‘in his youthful, impetuosity he rushed down 
the stairs. His master hurried after him 
when he. heard shooting. He found the 
kitchen crowded with strangers, and the place 
in darkness. Andrew Gibbons struck out at 
one of the men and knocked him down. He 
was immediately fired at, and part of his ear 
was blown away. Rushing out into the yard 
be was fired at again by a man who carried 
a flash-lamp. The bullet struck him in the 
leg, and he was badly wounded. ‘The name of 
the man whom Gibbons struck was Loughlin, 
and he died next day from the effects of the 

ow. 

Young Gallagher left the house to give the 
alarm to the neighbours. Returning through 
the vard he had only turned a corner when he 
was mortally wounded. He had just strength 
enough to crawl back to the house of a. man 
named Michael Heraty, his uncle, where he 
died on Christmas Day. Michael Heraty was 
also at Gibbons’s house on the night of the 
23rd. and -he was fired at immediately after 
voung Gallagher was shot, but luckily the 
bullet only grazed ‘his chin. 

Mr. Carrigan went on to say that he would 
prove that the prisoner and Loughlin, with 
others, raided and robbed on this morning 
the house of John Graham before they went 
to Gibbons’s house. So immune did this ganz 
consider themselves from punishment that “he 

rtsoner sat on the side of the servant girl’s 

ed in Graham’s and spoke to her. He wore 

a check cap, a dark overcoat, and black 
leggings} carried a revolver in one hand, a 
flash-lamp in the other, and was the 
same man who was afterwards pointed 
out by the servant girl, Mary 
McFadden, at Letterkenny R.I.C. Barracks. 
When the police went to the prisoner's house 
to arrest him on a charge of robbery under 
arms he was fully diessed, and wearing a 
cap, an overcoat, and Llack leggings.

The prisoner was not at home when the 
police first went to his house on the mcrning 
of the 23rd, but when they went back a 
second time they found that he had just 
arrived; that he wore a check cap, a dark 
overcoat and black leggings..

R.I.C., de- 
posed to finding two flash lamps at the 
prisoner’s house. ,The bulb and the. top 
portion of one of them was missing, and 
John Rourke, ex-Sergeant of the R.I.C., said 
that he found the bulb outside Gibbons’s 
l.onse. " 

William Graham identified live and spent 

cartridges as those stolen from his house, and 
Assistant’ Commissioner Walsh, Civic Guard, 
said that he found the empty cases in: the 
vard. of Gibbons’s house. The - prisoner’s 
overcoat and eap were lost awhile they were 
being taken to Dublin. 
s After an absence of almost two hours the 
jury réturned to court, “and the foreman 
announced: they could not agree, as there was 
no evidence to show. that the prisoner, after 
leaving Graham 'a house, took part in the raid 
on Gibbons: house. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that that was exactly 
the issue they. were trying, and, in sending 
them backBhe told them that they were en- 
titled to find a verdict of.manslaughter, if 
they: believed that the prisoner was at 
Gibbons’s house, though the charge in lay 
was murder. 

A few minutes later the jury returned with 
a verdict of manslaughter agatnst the prisover. 

The judge sentenced him to 20 years’ penal 
servitude, and ' for each of the two armed 
raids, of which he had been already found
